The diſorders occaſioned by worms are con- 
vulſions, ſpaſmodic itritations, reſtlefineſs, ſe- 
vers, indigeſtion, nauſea, and at times unnatu- 
ral and ravenous appetites, greedily deyouring 
the moſt filthy traſh in preference to whole- 
fome food. Indeed conlumptions aad Other 
diſorders ending in death, are the fatal conſe- 
quences attending theſe creatures in the bodies 
of infants; nor is it all to be wondereg at

| I think rather it proceeds from itſelf; was 


and without mother; truely bred by equivocal 
generation, Yor from corruption) but from 
an original ſtamen in the pre-exiſting, naked 
air, that wanted only a proper nidus to nouriſh 
it, and make it appear in its full proportion. 


Theſe kind of worms are found in the ſto- 
machs and guts of more ſorts of animals than 
men; as dogs, mice, oxen, and calves. And 
they are to be met with only in the animal 
kingdom, yet in abundance of this, and theſe 
too of different ſpecies: They are very 
ſrequently in fiſhes; as pikes, . whitings, 
bleaks, crabs, herrings, &c. In bleaks in 
ſummer time, if you open thoſe that leap, 
and tumble in the water, from the torment 
they feel within, you ſhall almoſt conſtantly 
meet 


zing length, ſometimes thirty or forty yards; 
it is as fiagular a creature as any in being, 
and how it gets into the ſtomach ſeems exceed- 
ing ditucult to account for: and I muſt differ

They are every where, and in all parts of 
them, alike milk white, and well they may 
from the fine chyle they ſuck; of a fat and 
thin ſubſtance like fine tape, divided into in- 
numefable ringlets and inciſures; each inciſure 
having Tharp angles on both ſides, looking to 
the broader end, ſtanding out beyond each 
other; from which we ſee the ſmall end is the 
head end; elſe the ſharp corners of the annuli 
would neceſſarily hinder the aſcent of the ani- 
mal. Each ring hath alſo on the one fide _ 
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Iy, and th-t alternately, one ſmall protuber- 
ance, ſomewhat like the middle feet of the 
body of ſome caterpillars, 


If the tape worm has no head, it can have 
no mouth, therefore theſe papillary-like ori- 
fices are ſo many mouths; a figle one, a in 
moſt other animals, could not have been ſyf- 
ficient to feed a creature 65 ſuch an enormous 


length. 


From this deſcription, 2 judgment may be

moſt proper for them; and as far as we can 


learn from ſacred and profane hiſtory, it was

And as to tea, the hypochondria, palſies, 
cachexies, dropſies, and all thoſe diſcaſcs 
which ariſe from Jaxity and debiiny, are, in 
our days, endemic every where; and the 
hyſterics, which uſed to be peculiar to the

. tacks both ſexes indiſeciminately, It is evi- 


dent, that ſo great à revolution could nit be 
effected, without the concurrence off many 
cauſes; but amongſt theſe, I apprebend, the 


preſent genera uſe of tea holds the firſt and 


principal rank. The ſecond place may per- 
This 


haps be allotted to exceſs in ſpitituous liquors. 
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This peraicious cuſtom in many inſtances at 
leaſt, owes its riſe tai the former, which by 


the lownels and depreſhoa of (pirits it gcca- 


ſions, renders it almoſt neceſſary to have re- 
courſe to what is cordial and exhilerating. 


Ftom experiments it appears, that green and 
bohea tea ate equally bitter, ſtrike preciſely 
the ſame black tinge with green vitrivl, and 
ate alike aſtringent on the ſimple fibre. From 
this exact ſimiliarity in ſo many circumſtences, 
one ſhould be led to ſuppoſe, that there would 
be no fenſtble diverficy in their operation on 
the living body,” But the fact is otherwiſe. 
Green tea is much more ſedative and relaxant 
than bohea; and the finer the ſpecies of tea, the 
more debilitating and pernicious are its effects, 
as I have frequently obſerved in others and expe- 
rienced,in myſelf. This ſeems to be a proof, 
that the miſch:ets aſcribed to this oriental ve- 
getable, do not arile from the warm vehicle 


dy which it is conveyed into the ſtomach, but 


chiefly from its on peculiar qualities. And 
theſe qualities probably. accompany the high- 
ly flavoured parts of the leaves, and depend 
upon the nicety and care obſerved in the col 
lection and preparation of them, When freſn 
gathered, they are ſaid to be narcotic, and to

abſtain from the uſe of them, till the, have 


been kept for twelve months, It is remark- 
» able 
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able that on one ſpecſes of the tea plant is 
yet diſcovered, and that all the varieties of this 
dietic article of commerce are ing either to 
the difference of climate, or the diverſity in 
the method of curing it. The fine green teas, 
which are the firſt crop of the ſhrub, are ga- 
the vd with the utmolt caution and dried with 
the greateſt heat, that their-periſhable flavour . 
may be preſerved, The bohea teas are mo: ec 
haltily ex ſiecated, and even flightly parched 
over the fire, by which they acquire that brown 
colour which diſtinguiſhes them. And as their 
more volatile parts are diſſi pated by this ma- 
nagement, they become proportionably leſs 
mjurious to the nervous ſyftem, ©
